, The huge TWA Boeing 707 circled Rome and 
within a few moments .settled quietly and softly on 
the airstrip at Ciampino Airport. 


This was it. Later in a limousine heading to­ 
ward tile center of the city via the old Appian 
Way, a bottle of welcoming Chianti in one hand 
and the inevitable traveling knapsack in the other, 
I made a silent resolution. 


I would pursue the counsel of the wise. In Rome 
I would do my best to do as the Romans do. 


Later I was to discover, with not entirely un­ 
delightful dismay, that for a novice this is not 
precisely easy. 


I had never been in Rome, nor in Paris. 
Until a few weeks ago my farthest excursions 
from the United States mainland had been to Nan­ 
tucket, M artha’s Vineyard, Key 
West, 
Mexico, 
Quebec. 


I make this point in order that I m ay be fully 
and irrevocably disqualified as a travel expert, 
especially a European travel expert and more 
especially a connoisseur of all that is best in the 
world’s two more glamorous and fascinating cities. 


Indeed I’m not sure that even now I know as 
much about Rome and Paris as I did before di­ 
viding them among eight enormously brief days—- 
and nights. 


It doesn’t m atter much, of course. 
Nobody 
learns of Rome or Paris or London in eight days, 
or eight weeks, or eight months. Anyhow, my pur­ 
pose w asn’t self-education in the first place. 


It was a holiday trip. To see, to relax, to rest 
(?). And to experience the 20th Century’s most 
thrilling, most fabulous, most comfortable and most 
time-saving way of travel 
aboard Trans World 
Airlines’ newly inaugurated Boeing 707 luxury jet 
flights direct from New York to Paris and Rome. 


I had no plans to interview anybody. I didn’t 
care about the politics of France and Italy and for 
purposes of this trip I wasn’t interested in inter­ 
national discussions and European reaction to the 
amazing Eisenhower mission, although I managed 
to get myself mixed up in both. And the educa­ 
tional problems could wait. 


Putting it briefly and honestly, I was off to 
have myself a ball. In a restrained sort of way, 
to be sure, with editorial toga and punditing scrap­ 
ped and forgotten for the nonce. 


I had it, although in truth and in good con­ 
science I m ust credit the distaff side of the Gray 
homestead, a side whose infinite patience over not 
innumerable years is ever surpassed only by her 
tolerance and understanding.

So, with HER grace and blessing and with 
Publisher M urray C. Hotchkiss’s usual benevolent 
if faintly skeptical smile at the occasional unpredic­ 
t a b l y of the editorial intellect, we were aboard 
the Boeing 707 Intercontinental roaring high into 
the skies out of International Airport at New York. 


This was the inaugural flight of TWA’s non­ 
stop luxury jet service from New York to Paris 
and then to Rome, leaving New York shortly be­ 
fore 7:30 in the evening with all of the farewell 
frills, thrills and bubbling ceremony proper for this 
beautiful skyline^ the first with a 5,000-mile range 
fully loaded. 


And loaded it was. Some 134 passengers, most 
in a gay holiday mood, were looking down on an 
orange moon low in northestem skies within min­ 
utes after takeoff. 


It was a short night. Unimaginatively short. 
Within an hour after takeoff the ship was soar­ 
ing over Nova Scotia 660 m.p.h. at 33,000 feet. At 
9:15 o’clock it was racing over Newfoundland at 
725 miles an hour. One hour later, cradled in a 
jet stream tailwind, it was streaking high over 
the Atlantic at 735 miles an hour, as quiet and 
smooth as a contented feather, not too far from 
sonic speed. 


There had been cocktails, to be sure. And now 
dinner.
